U.S. to Resume Cuba Talks, 
Said to Weigh Havana Office 


WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP), 
—The Carter administration, 
which is set to resume maritime 
talks shortly with Cuba, is con- 
sidering establishment of an “in- 
terest section" in Havana staffed 
by U.S. diplomats. 

State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter said, however, 
that the United States hes not 
exchanged views with Cuba on 
the question of establishing an 
inierests section. He neither con- 
firmed nor denied that the Unit- 
ed States has such a proposal 
under consideration. 

Sources said today the next 
round of maritime talks would 
be held in Hevana with Terence 
Todman, assistant secretary of 
state for inter-American sffairs, 
heading the U.S. delegation. He 
would be the highest-ranked U:S. 
diplomat in Cuba since relations 
were broken in 1961. 

Delegates from the two coun- 
tries met last month in New 
York in talks on establishing 
maritime boundaries, U.S. law 
sets 8 200-mile zone. Cuba is 90 
miles off the southern tip of 
Florida. 

Step Forward 


Resuniption of the talks, prob- 
ably before the end of the month,

Pravda Levels lis First Attack at Carter 


MOSCOW, April 51 (UPD.— 
The Soviet press. today leveled 
@ sharp attack at President Car- 
ter, ending 8. three-month more- 
torium on personal atiacks on 
the new U.S. leader. 

Since Mr. Carter's inauguration, 
the Soviet press has carefuily 
avoided even the hint of a per- 
sonal attack on him but Pravda 
signaled a change today. 

In a commentary by senior news 
analyst Georgi Ratiani. the Soviet 
Communist party daily Pravda 
charged Mr. Carter with failing 
to keep “demagogic promises” to 
repair the U.S. economy which 
won him black votes and the elec- 
tion. 

“Having secured—thanks to his 
demagogic promises—90° per cent 
of the Negra votes and wou the 
presidency. Carter has geared his 
economic strategy to meeting the 
interests of the biggest monopolies 
which ere wel reprerented in his 
administration," Pravda said. 


[President Carter's οἰδεῖ 
Spokesman replied today to 
Pravda's atiack by saying that 
the Carter administration has no 
“fear of a free discussion of 
ideas, no matter how misinformed 
or ridiculous they might be,” 4 
sociated Press reported.] 

The paper added that Mr. Car- 
ter won the election with his 
promises to stimulate the US. 
economy and eliminate unem- 
ployment. 

“There is practically nothing 
left of these promizes in the pro- 
fram President Carter submitted 
to Congress after he took office. 

“His program provides for an 
insignificant reduction of taxes 
and for credits to create about 
5.000 jobs, which will fill only 
6 per cen: of the present unsatise 
fied demands for work.” Pravda 
added. δ 

It said. “The President did not 
dare to infringe on the interests 


of big companies and check the 
Price rise. On the contrary, hav- 
ing taken office, he gave multi- 
national corporations a chance to 
make still greater profits. 

“What is most important is 
that the President sharply in- 
creased arms spending this year, 
which brings nothing good to 
the poor peuple and national 
minorities—but means big gains 
for the higeest trusts of tne 
military-industrial epmples,” the 
Communist party daily said. 

Pravda charged that Washing- 
ton was pressuring other Western 
industrial nations—partienlarly 
West Germany and Japan—to 
stimulate their economies while 
helding down its own. 

“Never before bas the West 
German and Japanese press dis- 
played such irritation as today 
ever the attempts of the ner 
US. administration to resolve its 
éifficulties at somebody else's ex- 
pense,” Pravda said,

Korean Community in the U.S. 


Hurt by Bribe Scandal Fallout 


By Richard Halloran 


ARLINGTON, Va, April 5] 
(NYT).—Just before Christmas 
Jast year, several Korean chil- 
dren living here made little gifts 
for their schoolteachers, in the 
custom of their homeland. But 
the teachers. so the story goes, 
politely refused the gifts because 
they feared the taint of accept- 
ing anything from a Korean. 

Koreans here recite that tale 
with a touch of humor and some 
bitterness. They Jaugh at the 
eomie twists in their lives that 
the Eorean bribery scanda] has 
caused, but they consider many 
of its consequences less than 
funny. 

Some Koreans say they have 
been the buit of teasing and 
jokes since last fall, when news- 
papers began publishing allega- 
tions of South Korean bribes to 
U.S. congressmen and covert at- 
tempts to manipulate public 
opinion, 

Students at an Eastern univer- 
sity greeted their professor by 
holding out their palms. Korean 
visitors to congressional offices 
across the Potomac in Washing- 
ton have been asked. “How much 
have you for me today?” Korean 
students checking books out of a 
library are jokingly asked for tips. 

Customers in a Korean store 
want to know how much of a 
kickback they will get. 

Guilt by Association 

Many of the 5,000 Koreans in 
this middle-class suburb are up- 
set that some Americans have 
apparently found them guilty by 
association. “Every time we get 
together," one said, “we talk 
about it.” 

Some are quick to disassociate 
themselves from the Koreans al- 
Jeged to be involved in the scan- 
daL “We are different” from 
Tongsun Park and the Rev. Sun 
Myung Moon, said a shopowner, 
referring to the wealthy busi- 
nessman and the controversial 
preacher who are alleged to have 
been operatives for the South 
Korean government. He ssid he 
was not “interested" in them. 

“I have my way, they have 
their way,” he said. 

Others say the scandal has 
caused them to lose face, “At 
first, we were angry about Park 
Chung Hee,” a Korean said, 

speaking of the President of 
Korea, “He ruined our country’s 
face.” 

He added, “Now we are angry 
because the American government 
is stopping the investigation. It 
looks like it is melting away.” 

The Department of Justice has 
been presenting evidence of al- 
Jeged Megalities to a grand jury 
for many months, with no indica- 
tion of when, or if, indictments 
might be handed up. Two con- 
gressional committees have just 
begun inquiries into possible im- 
Pproprieties and policy issues. 

Anti-Korean Sigus 

Some of the Koreans say they 
have been hurt because perhaps 
helf of their neighbors refuse 
their invitations or just do not 
show up. A few have seen vulgar 
anti-Korean signs on the streets. 

BKorean businessmen say busi- 
ness has dropped off a bit. A 
Storekeeper selling wigs says he 
has fewer customers. An auto 
mechanic reports that he is not 
fetting as much work as before. 
Workers find it harder to get 
jobs. 

The Korean Central Intelll- 


gence Agency, which Keeps tabs 
on the Korean community Jn the 
United States, seems te have in- 
creased its operations but chang- 
ed its tactics since it was publicly 
accused of harassing and in- 
timidating Korean residents. 

“Before, they called up and 
sald, ‘We'll kill you’ or ‘We'll 
smash your head," now they just 
eall and hang up,” 8. writer said. 
ECLA agents play on anti-Com- 
munist feelings and warn of a 
war in Korea soon. 


Prowling Around 


The favorite tactic, said a 
Korean here, “is for the ECLA 
just to prow! around reminding 
people of their famulies back in 
Korea. It’s not ar open threat, 
just a reminder of what can hap- 
per to them back there.” 

The South Korean agents seem 
to be trying to suppress agitation 
against President Park's govern- 
ment that could reach back to 
Seoul, They also appear to be 
trying to dissuade Koreans who 
oppose Mr, Park irom talking to 
U.S. congressmen, officials and 
newsmen and thus building an 
anti-Park mood among them. 

The Korean community in 
Arlington sprang up in the last 
10 years, after U.S. laws were 
revised to permit more immigra~ 
tion from Asia beginning in 1963. 
Only 3,811 Koreans entered that 
year; 30,803 came last. year, mak- 
ing the Eoreans the fastest grow- 
ing group of immigrants in the 
nation, 

The largest commonity is in 
Los Angeles, where about 80,000 
Eoreans and Korean-Americans 
Vive. Other centers are New York 
and Chicago, with 40.000 to 50,000 
each, and the Washington-Balti- 
more area, with 25,000. Koreans 
here, where politics is the lead- 
ing industry, say they have been 
affected by the scandal more 
than Koreans elsewhere.

At least 6.000 visitors, 20 per 
cent more than turned out at the 
autumn trade fair, have been 
drawn to Canton by 2 series of 
hints from Peking of renewed 
foreign trade because of the purge 
jast, October of an anti-trade fac- 
tion in the Communist party. 

Foreign traders including Amer- 
icans say big contracts are near

Tt 4s unusual for the Chinese 
to .discuss purchases so early in 
a fair devoted largely to sales of 
Chinese goods. But the Chinese 
traders seem motivated by a de- 
cision of the administration of 
party Chairman Hua Kno-feng 
to seek out needed foreign tech- 
nology. 

A front-page editorial im the 
People’s Daily Tuesday recalled 
the late Chairman Meo Tse- 
tung’s advice to “use foreign

Jewish Seminar Unhindered

MOSCOW, April 21 (NYT).—

William Glaberson, a physicist 
from Rutgers University in New 
Jersey, said that the scientific 
symposium was allowed to take

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Thanks for the Thankless Job 


Fashioning an energy policy, President 
Carter told the American Congress and 
people, has been 8. thankless jop. In some 
respects he ἰδ correct: The painstaking 
effart he made to assure equity in the 
policy (which means the appearance as well 
as any fact of equity) made for such an 
intricate organization of checks and balances 
that he was almost immediately under fire 
trom various sectors involved in the vast 
program. And the amonnt of legislative 
activity imposed by the energy plan is cer- 
tain to mean Jong sessions, and almost cer- 
tain to mean fiery ones. 

Mr. Carter's statement on energy was not 
eomplete. Somewhere, mass transportation, 
50 closely related to the question of gasoline 
fuels, had disappeared. It is bound to 
emerge in congressional debates. But the 
speech on the whole represented one of the 
most detailed outlines of 2 broad challenge 
in ἃ vital area that Congress has ‘ever heard 
from ἃ president, 

Moreover, although oil producers have 81- 
ready complained that the incentives to 
production fall short of the obstacles pro- 
pored for consumption, Mr. Carter did seek, 
very conscientiously, to balance the many 
eonflicting elements within his view of the 
enersy crisis. In fact, as the President 
pointed out. the energy policy depended 
“for its fairness on all its major component 
parts.” What he was saying to the Con- 
gress was, in effect, that to be effective and 
equitable @much of ἐδ effectiveness, of 


course, will depend on public acceptance of 
its equity) the whole program must he 
passed much as he presented it to the House 
and Senate. 


This will not, of course, be easy. Such 
facts as the concentration of car-making in 
Michigan, of off extraction and refining in 
Texas and California and the localized pro- 
duction of natural gas, will mean much inter- 
state argument about the impact of partic- 
ular aspects of the policy. So will the effect 
of taxes on various classes and areas, the 
erection of nuclear energy plants on the 
environment, the building of “gas-guzzline” 
cars—which may cost jobs—or the insula- 
tion of housing and conversion of Industries 
from oil to coal—which may increase them 
—upon the unions involved. 

It would not be surprising, therefore, if the 
President's energy plan caused, as House 
Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill warned, “the 
toughest fight this Congress has ever had.” 
But it also contains more solid material for 
such 2 fight, higher goals in terms of na- 
tional survival, and room for more reason- 
able and productive argument than the na- 
tion has known since the mighty issues of 
tne Great Depression were debated. And for 
that, whatever may emerge, Mr. Carter de- 
serves thanks for undertaking his thankless 
task with so much courage. It may only be 
a beginning in the war to enable man to 
live on this planet; it undoubtedly has its 
flaws. But it was something that had to be 
launched on this scale if anything substan- 
tial is to be accomplished. 


Bhutto’s Last Stand? 


That was @ proud answer that Pakistan's 
Prime Minister, Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, gave at 
2 news conference tne other day when asked 
whether he would consider resigning: “Why 
should I consider to resign? I am legally, 
politically, morally Prime Minister of 
Pakistan. The people are with me.” 

Unfortunately for Bhutto, however, every 
dey brings new evidence tnat he has mis- 
jadged the situation. The news from Pak- 
istan telis the world daily of nrajor strikes, 
giant demonstrations and other manifesta- 
tions of widespread anti-Bhutto sentiment. 
Five years’ worth of reconstruction after the 
Bangladesh war may soon be undone. The 
prospect of instability in Pakistan 15 partic- 
warly fearsome in light of France’s pian to 
sell that country 2 plutonium reprocessing 
plant. 

The epidemic of anti-government anger 
Shat is sweeping through Pakistan's major 
eltdes seems Inconsistent with the announced 
results of last month’s election. Bhutto 
claimed an overwhelming victory, with his 
People's party taking 155 of the 200 seats in 
Parliament. His opponents insist that the 
election was rigged. If it was, then, of 
course, Bhutto's claim to legal, political and 
moral legitimacy disappears. 

In his effort to cling to power Bhutto has 
proposed a series of concessions to his oppo- 
nents. He has offered new provincial elec~ 


tions, to replace those boycotted by the 
opposition, followed by 2 new nationa] elec- 
tion if the opposition wins im the provinces. 
He has also announced support for a series 
of major legal and social changes, includ- 
ing the prohibition of alcoholic beverages to 
appease fundamentalist Moslem sentiments. 
But the opposition, scenting his ouster, dis~ 
dains the concessions and continues to de- 
mand his resignation. The strike that para- 
lyzed Karachi, Pakistan’s largest city, 
Wednesday, and the bloody violence of the 
past few weeks warn of further upheaval if 
Bhutto persists in holding on. Even some 
who admire his personal qualities and rec- 
ognize his past contributions to Pakistan 
are beginning to conclude that Bhutto's 
greatest service now would be to resign. 

The prospect of upheaval may have been 
in the minds of Washington policymakers 
who this week blocked a shipment of tear 
gas to Pakistan. They cited the fact that 
“conditions have changed substantially” 
since the sale was authorized only four 
weeks ago. The same change undercuts the 
arguments for the pending French piuto- 
nium deal Those who doubt the dangers of 
the proliferation of plutonium—and there- 
fore plutonium-type nuclear bombs—can 
find special instruction in Pakistan’s present 
turmoil.

Confidence Declines 

NEW YORE, April 21 (Reu- 
vers).—The nation’s mood toward 
the economic situation has re- 
treated to where it was in Oc-

Survey results show only 32.8 per 
cent of the respondents expressed 
optimism about the economy in 
March, from 391 per cent in 
February and 46.9 per cent in 
January. In October, 1976, Citi- 
corp said its survey showed 32.6 
per cent of the population re- 
ported optimistic leanings. 

At the same time, the per- 
centage of those who feel the 
economy will worsen rose from 
22.7 per cent in January to 38.8 
per cent in March, 


Alan Murray, vice-president and 
domestic economist at Citicorp, 
expressed some surprise at the 
survey findings, noting that it 
“flies in the face of indications 
from sales” for the month of 
March. 

Expansion Seen 

However. a “strong cyclical ex- 
pansion” of the economy is under 
way, Albert Sommers, chief econ- 
omist of the Conference Board, 
Said yesterday. 

“The March oumbers are sur- 
prisingly good and the April rate 
output is already substantially 
above the first-quarter growth 
rate." Mr. Sommers told the 
board's midyear economic outlook 
conference in Chicago, 


He said prospects for the cap- 
ital goods market are “quite posi- 
tive.” with outlays expected to

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‘Ufologists’ Seeking Data on the Unknown |

ACAraLco, Mexico (NYT).— 
Frustrated by the lack of 
progress in their research, 
scientists and other students of 


the phenomenon of unidentified 
flying objects are pressing the 
U.S, government to open up iis 
files on the subject. 


US. experts attending the 
first international congress on 
the UFO pbenomenon claim 
that the Central Intelligence 
Agenery and the U.S. armed 
forces are suppressing informa- 
tion on sightings of flying 
saucers and other inexplicable 
aerial objects, 

“The CLA says it hasn't work- 
ed on UFOs since 1963 and the 
Air Force says it stopped its 
project in 1969.” said Wiliam 
Spaulding. director of Ground 
Saucer Watch, “but we have 
evidence that both are stil 
working on the subject. We 
want congressional hearings to 
obtain the relesse of all infor- 
mation on UFOs obtained by 
American intelligence agencies.” 

The so-called “ufologists,” who 
range from qualified astronom- 
ers and aerospace engineers to 
enthusiastic laymen, have been 
particularly encouraged by re- 
ports that President Carter 
himself sighted 2 UFO at Leary, 
σα, in 1969 and by rumors that 
the Carter administration might 
adopt a more open policy to- 
ward information on UFOs. 

“Until now, the whole idea of 
the government has been to 
ridicule us.” Mr. Spaulding said. 
“The Air Force’s Project Blue 
Book, for example. was just a 
public relations effort to tell 
people they hadn't seen what 
they had seen.” 

Between 1952 and 1969, Project 
Blue Book was carried out by 
the Air Force to record and 
study reports of UFO sightings, 
During that period, 12,000 sight- 
ings were registered, although 
the Air Force never accepted 
that inexplicable phenomena 
could be of an extraterrestrial 
origin. 

“Blue Book was almost 8 
cover-up,” said Dr. Allen Hynek, 
8 66-year-old astronomy profes- 
sor at Chicago's Northwestern 
University who acted as a con- 
sultant on the Air Force proj- 
ect. “There was no scientific 
approach to the problem, The
